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PRESIDENT NOW 10 FIGHT 


FOR RATE BILL CHANGES 


Favors Restricted Review Amend- 
ment, Among Others. 


ROOT AND TAFT OBJECT 


Roosevelt to Reach End by Other 
Means If Proposed Legislation 
Is Unconstitutional.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—President 
Roosevelt is again in the railroad fight 
with all his might. The announcement of 
a few days ago that he had taken his 
hands off and was going to await the 
result merely as a looker-on was de- 
scriptive of his attitude for only a few 
days. Very soon he was conferring with 
Senators and Representatives, members 
of the Inter-State Commerce 


sion, and members of his Cabinet even 
more extensively than before.

two days have seen a number of these} 


conferences at the White House, and to- 
day comes the authoritative announce- 
ment from the White House itself that he 
is mixing up in the rate situation once 
more. 

With this announcement comes also the 
information that his attitude against any 
amendment of the Hepburn bill has also 
undergone a change and that he is now 
willing to accept three or four amend- 
ments, in fact, would welcome anything in 
the amendment line tending to strengthen 
the Hepburn bill for its trial before the 
courts. He wants that bill buttressed in 
every possible manner in order to meet the 
assaults that are certain to be made 
against it, and he is now willing to accept 
what his trusted advisers agree on as the 
best thing to do. 

He has been not a little perplexed by 
the difference of opinion among the legai 
giants of his Cabinet as to different 
phases of the question. Root, Taft, and 
Moody, as well as Knox and Spooner, 
have been consulted exhaustively, with 
contradictory results, but out of it all has 
come the President’s determination in 
favor of the amendment of the Hepburn 
bill to make it ag strong as possible, and 
then its enactment into law. 


MANY CONFLICTING VERSIONS. 


To-day Mr. Roosevelt made known au- 
thoritatively his attitude on the amend- 
ments desired by him. There have been, 
he said, so many contradictory state- 
ments within the last few days in regard 
to his position that he found this course 
a necessity. These conflicting versions of 
his views have come from Senators and 
Representatives who have gone to the 
White House to talk over the bill and the 
proposed amendments with the President. 
In one or two cases two men going to- 
gether have come away and each told a 
different account of what the President 
thought, their variation evidently being 
made innocently, but because of a differ- 
ent interpretation of the President's re- 
marks. 

Some have had it that he had weak- 
ened, others have declared that he would 
stand for nothing except the Hepburn 
bill unamended, while some have assert- 
ed that the President now desired that the 
Republicans should get together upon a 
new bill which would unite the party. 

In an informal way the President this 
afternoon made it clear that none of 
these views correctly represented him. 
He has not weakened in any particular. 
He is in favor of at least three amend- 
ments to the Hepburn bill. He is not op- 
posed to a judicial review amendment, 
provided it is properly worded. 

In a discussion of this judicial review 
amendment there has been perhaps more 
misrepresentation than on any other 
phase of the controversy. The President 
is unalterably opposed to any review 
amendment which gives the courts any 
greater authority to inquire into rates 
than the Constitution guarantees the in- 
terested parties. The least judicial review 
which will meet the Constitutional re- 
quirements is what he desires. 

In this attitude the President is opposed 
by Secretary Root and Secretary Taft, 
and is supported by Attorney General 
Moody. Secretary Root has been opposed 
from the beginning to the President's 
policy regarding rate legislation, and does 
not believe it advisable to attempt to con- 
fer the authority on the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission which the Hepburn 
bill or any kindred measure seeks to do. 

Secretary Taft has recently changed his 
views regarding the judicial 
amendment, and agrees with 
Knox and other of the President's ad- 
visers that such a provision is necessary 
in order to make the Hepburn law con- 
stitutional.

DDNPTERMINED TO SUCCEED. 


Much has been said about the constitu- | 


tionality of the proposed rate legislation. 
The President would be in nowise deterred 
from pressing the proposed legislation 
even though he knew it were practically 
certain to be declared 
He is not wedded to any particular form. 
His object is to obtain relief from existing 
conditions, and if the proposed legislation 
shall turn out to be unconstitutional he 
will make an effort to attain the object 
through other legal means. 

A second amendment to the Rate bill 
which the President regards as almost es- 
sentialis onerelating tothe time whenarate 
order by the commission shall take effect. 
The Hepburn bill provides that the rate 
shall go into effect within thirty days un- 
less suspended by the court or the com- 
mission.

SPRINGFIELD MOB ROUTED. 


Soldier Mortally Injured—Belief That 
Victim of Negroes Is Dead.

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, March 1.—Fear- 


ing another night of terror, the authori- 
tles took extra precautions early this 
evening. 

Despite the efforts of the military and 


| the police, however, a large-sized mob 


formed early in the evening in Section 


Street and set two houses on fire, one in 
Race Street and the other in High Street. 
Not much damage was done to either 
house. 

The militia charged the mob and dis- 
persed it, 

Further rioting is feared. 

Arthur Ancil, a member of the Xenia 
military company, was to-night hit on 
the head with a missile, said to have been 
thrown by a rioter, and was mortally 
hurt. iHs assailant used a plece of brick 
wrapped in a handkerchief. 

As a precautionary measure, two ma- 
chine guns and a company of troops have 
been posted at the Court House and jail, 
and the entire square is cut off. 

The railroad brakeman M. M. Davis, 
the shooting of whom was the cause of 
the rioting, this afternoon identified the 
negro Dean as one of his assallants. He 
| was unable to say whether Ladd, the 
other negro, was with Dean when the 
assault was made. 

The two negroes were brought here un- 
expectedly this afternoon undey guard of 
two companies from Dayton an& were re- 

| turned to that city after Dean had been 
| identified. 
The authorities at the hospital where 
| Davis is lying refuse to answer telephone 
calls to-night, and it is believed that the 
negroes’ victim is dead and that the news 
is being suppressed in fear of a fresh out- 
break on the part of the mob. 

Ten alleged rioters faced Police Judge 
Miller to-day. Those who pleaded guilty 
were fined $200 each and sentenced to 
thirty days in the workhouse. The Judge 
said he would conribute his share toward 
suppressing lawlessness by giving the 
rioters summary punishment. Threats 
have been made to burn Judge Miller’s 
house. 

Henry Davis, the State Fire Marshal, 
says he can get no information on which 
to base prosecutions for the fires started 
by the mobs. He declares that even 
prominent men excuse the offenders, and 
that the people are protecting the in- 
cendiaries. 

The members of the Commercial Club 
met to-night to take action for the en- 
forcement of the law. In speeches it was 
stated that the present conditions were 
due to politicians catering to negroes and 
low whites and to the lax police and court 
methods.

|Sensitizing and Burning of the Hands 
| Will Follow, Expert Says. 


CHICAGO, March 1—That universal 
blindness is to be humanity's tribute to 
electricity was the theory expressed by 
Dr. H. Preston Pratt, X ray and thera- 
peutic expert in the trial of a personal 
injury suit in Judge Windes’s court yes- 
terday. 

The Union Traction Company is being 
sued for $50,000 damages in behalf of 
Ruth Bostrom. The girl on April 10, 1902, 
iwas standing at a street corner when a 
wire fell across the trolley wire, its loose 
j}end dropping within four feet of her. 
| She was then 11 years old. Almost im-

| was paralyzed on her right side, the one 
nearest the swinging wire. The Traction 
Company asserts that the girl’s condition 
could not have resulted from the current 
carried by the wire unless it came in 
contact with her.

DOLAN, LOSING SIGHT, 
STILL FIGHTS MITCHEL 


Will Defy Doctors and Go to Sec- 
ond Indianapolis Meeting. 


CALL FOR MINERS, MARCH 15 


Mitchell Recalls His Advisers to This 
City on News That Baer Had 
Gone to Washington.

PITTSBURG, March 1.—Patrick Dolan, 


District President of the United Mine 


Workers, is suffering from a collapse 


which his friends fear may result in the 
loss of eyesight. He attributes his con- 
dition to the worry and strain to which 
he has been subjected in his fight with 
John Mitchell. 

“Some of them may think they have 
me down now, and they say I will not be 
in the convention at Indianapolis,’’ said 
Dolan to-day, ‘‘ Well, I'll be there, even 
if I'm stone blind, and have to be led. 
I will represent this district, too, for I 
am the representative, and neither Mitch- 
ell nor any one else will keep me out. 
The doctors have ordered me to be quiet. 
I will not become excited, but I will be 
on the floor of that convention at In- 
dianapolis telling some things.” 

According to close friends of Dolan, the 
ce of Secretary William Dodds of 
the local miners was the blow which hurt 
Dolan worst. It was for Dodds that Dolan 
first fell out with Mitchell. The Inter- 
national President sent word to Pittsburg 
that Secretary Dodds, who was running 
for office as Clerk of Courts in Alle- 
gheny County, paying $10,000 a year, 
must not be a candidate for re-election 
as Secretary of the miners. Dolan replied 
that Dodds would run for both offices if 
he wanted to. Dolan went among the 
miners and electioneered for Dodds, prac- 
tically electing him to both offices. 

“I expected Billy Dodds of all men to 
stick by me through thick and thin,” 
said Dolan to-night, ‘“‘ but he hasn’t.” 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 1.—W. B. Wil- 
son, International Secretary-Treasurer of 
the United Mine Workers of America, to- 
| day issued the call for a special National 
convention in Tomlinson Hall on Thurs- 
day, March 15. The call is signed by 
President Mitchell and Secretary Wilson. 
Local unions are to send 1,300 delegates 
}as before. 

“For the purpose of considering the 
Wage scale and the transaction of such 
other business as may lawfully be brought 
before the convention,” is the declara- 
tion in the call, 

The Ohio Bituminous Coal Operators’ 
Association wil meet in Cleveland next 
Thursday to lay out a plan of campaign. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—It was stated 
at the White House to-day that the Presi- 
dent had not extended an invitation to 
John Mitchell and Francis L. Robbins, to 
come to Washington and confer with him 
regarding the coal situation. 

President Mitchell, while maintaining 
silence as to the general situation, ap- 
peared more cheerful than usual yester- 
day and was more in evidence in the cor- 
ridors of the Ashland House.

CENTRAL’S FIGURES GROW. 


Franchise Taxed at $1,480,000 to Cost 
City $100,000,000, Counsel Says.

ALBANY, March 1.—The difference be- 
tween the value of a franchise when a 
corporation wants to sell it or force the 
city to take it and the value it fixes for 
taxable purposes is illustrated in the case 
of the New York Central Railroad's Eley- 
enth Avenue tracks. Ira A. Place, counsel 
for the company, has said that the road 
did not propose to build a subway as pro- 
vided in the Saxe bill, but would force the 
city to condemn its franchise. He put the 
value of it at $100,000,000. 

Under the special franchise assessment 
by the State Board the franchise of the 
New York Central Railroad for tracks 
lengthwise on Hudson Street, Canal 
Street, West Street, Gansevoort Street, 
Thirty-first, Thirty-second, Thirty-third, 
jand Thirty-ninth Streets, and on Tenth, 
| Eleventh, and Twelfth Avenues, was as- 
‘sessed in 1905 at $1,480,000. 

The Central, however, objected to this 
| valuation as.excessive and payment of its 
taxes upon this franchise is held up in

So Driver Hurt In Collision Was 
Raised on Thin Plank. 


Three men were injured, one fatally, in 
a collision last night between a south- 
bound Third Avenue car and a moving 
van at Thirty-first Street and Third Ave- 


nue. The injured men are John Cherry, 
driver, of 5 Forsyth Street, whose back 
is broken; William O’Donnell, motorman, 
of 1,214 First Avenue, and Frank Mizner, 
helper, of 8 Stanton Street, less badly 
hurt. : 

When the car smashed into the van the 
crash was heard in the Third Avenue 
Theatre, several blocks away. The motor- 
man landed in the street unconscious. 
Mizner fell several feet distant, but Cherry 
tumbled beneath the wreckage. 

It was almost certain that to lift Cherry 
to the ambulance stretcher from _ the 
ground, a distance of only four inches, 
would kill him instantly. A thin plank 
was brought, and Armbulance Surgeon 
Goeller with great care rolled Cherry onto 
the plank. With equal care he was put 
in the ambulance, 

Traffic was suspended for more than 
half an hour because of Policeman Drum’s 
refusal to allow Cherry to be moved until 
the arrival of the ambulance surgeon. 
This action prolonged Cherry's life. The 
passengers in the car were shaken and 
the van was smashed.

Westinghouse Engages Former 
Chief Engineer at Panama. 


SALARY IS $50,000 A YEAR 


Will Be Engaged in Bullding Electric 


Lines to Parallel Steam

PITTSBURG, March 1.—John F. Wal- 
lace, formerly chief engineer for the Fan- 
ama Canal’ Commission, went to New 
York from Washington to-day as an em- 
ploye of George Westinghouse at a salary 
of $50,000 a year. 

Mr. Wallace is to assist in building elec- 
tric railways paralleling steam railroad 
lines in many parts of the country. 

Mr. Wallace completed his arrangement 
with Mr. Westinghouse several mouths 
ago. 

When Mr. Wallace withdrew from the 
Panama Canal work, to the displeasure of 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Taft, 
he said he had an offer with a salary of 
$50,000 and a personal interest in the 
work worth $15,000. 

Although he did not say so at the time, 
it was assumed by persons who knew 
Mr. Wallace that Mr. Westinghouse’s of- 
fer was the one which drew him away 
from the Isthmus. 


John Findley Wallace, while Chief En- 
gineer of the Illinois Central Railroad, 
with headquarters at Chicago, was ap- 
rcinted Chief Engineer of the Panama 
Canal in May, 1904. The salary was $25,- 
000 a year, In June, 1905, word reached 
New York that Mr. Wallace had resigned.

TUG CAPSIZES, THREE LOST. 


Captain Says a Huge Iron Digger Made 
the Willard Top Heavy. 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., March 1.—The 
little Yarmouth, Me., tug, Willard, bound 
irom Boston for York, Me., capsized off 
Rockport Breakwater early to-day and 
sank while her Captain was trying to 
beach her. Two of the tug's crew, Capt. 
Emery Sawyer and Fireman Webber, 
were rescued by the Pigeon Cove life 
savers, but three other men on board tlre 
tug were drowned. 

Capt. Sawyer and Fireman Webber owe 
their escape to a most fortunate circum- 
stance, according to the story which the 
life savers were able to gain from them. 
The Captain says that the tug was top- 
heavy from the fact that she carried on 
the forward deck a huge iron digger used 
by dredging machines. This caused her 
to turn over. 

As she rolled a dory which was on deck 
was thrown off, and it landed right side 


up. Engineer Webber was quick enougn 
to jump in, but Capt. Sawyer was thrown 
into the water. He reached the dory by 
swimming. When the life savers reached 
them the Captain’s hands and feet were 
frozen so badly that it is feared an opera- 
tion will have to be performed. Webber, 
who was rowing, suffered less severcly, 
although his extremities were painfully 
frestbitten. 


LAWSON TELLS OF REBATES. 


Entertaining but Not Legally Convinc- 
ing, Says State Official.

BOSTON, March 1.—Thomas W. Law- 
son called on Insurance Commissioner 
Cutting to-day to present evidence to the 
latter as to the violation of the anti-re- 
bate law by some of the insurance com- 
panies. He showed the Commissioner a 
copy of a policy for which nothing was 
paid and an affidavit. 

He said he had called to present these 
facts to the Insurance Commissioner be- 
cause the latter had been quoted as say- 
ing that evidence of this sort was very 


hard to get. He himself had not found 
much difficulty in obtaining the evidence. 
“On the evidence which I have,” said 
Mr. Lawson, ‘insurance companies may 
be enjoined from doing business in this 
State, and some one may go to jail.’ 
Commissioner Cutting sald that Mr. 
Lawson was ‘a very entertaining gentle- 
man and pleasing conversationalist,”’ but 
a company could not be driven out of 
business in this State for merely violatin 
the rebate law. The Commissioner said

WAR OVER MOROCCO 
FEARED BY AMERICA 


State Department Pessimistic 
and Blames Germany. 


FRENCH FIRMS STOP BUYING 


Say It Is Not Wise to Store Goods 
Before a War—Report That King 
Edward and Kaiser Are to Meet. 


Special to The New York Times: 
WASHINGTON, March 1.—It may be 


stated on the best authority that this 
Government takes a very serious and 
gloomy view of the situation at Algeciras 
and would not be surprised to see the 
Moroccan Conference end in a rupture 
within a short time. Furthermore, it can 
be stated on the same authority that if 
the conference does break up there will 
be grave danger of war. 

M. Jusserand, the French Ambassador, 
called at the State Department this aft- 
ernoon and spent an hour with Secretary 
Root, talking about the Algeciras situa- 
tion. After the interview both the Secre- 
tary and the Ambassador declined to dis- 
cuss what had passed between them. 

Up to to-day the views of the State De- 
partment with regard to the outcome at 
Algeciras had been steadily optimistic, 
but now a marked change has occurred, 
and the prevailing opinion is decidedly 
pessimistic. 

It can be said that if the apprehended 


break-up of the conference occurs it will 
be due, in the opinion of the State De- 
partment, to the obstinate tenacity of 
Germany in clinging to her demands and 
rejecting the French concessions. The 
fear of a European war as a result of the 
failure of the conference is based, not so 
much upon the importance of the subjects 


discussed at Algeciras, as upan consider- | 


ation of the general political situation in 
Europe, and the opinion that probably 


{Germany believes this to be the desirable 


time for war if war is to come. 

The pessimistic view of the State De- 
partment is not generally accepted in 
diplomatic circles. It is pretty thoroughly 
recognized that the failure of the confer- 
ence is imminent, but it is not believed 
that such failure would necessarily mean 
war. On the contrary, the attitude of 
Germany is construed as foreshadowing a 
private settlement with France after the 
conference-has--ended. In. such a settle- 
ment Germany would probably receive 
satisfactory compensation in Palestine in 
Asia Minor for allowing a free hand to 
France in Morocco. 

This is believed in many diplomatic 
quarters to be the real purpose of Ger- 
many, her appearance at Algeciras being 
merely tO cover her plans in the Holy 
(Land. The diplomatic view here is that, 
with England standing in the way of 
such an understanding between Germany 
and France in the conference, Germany 
has deliberately concluded to break up 
the conference and effect her settlement 
with France privately, leaving England 
out in the cold. 

The attitude of the State Department 
is taken to mean that the efforts at peace- 
making on the part of the American del- 
egates at Algeciras will now cease, and 
that Germany is warned that she can 
no longer rely upon the support of the 
United States in the conference.

ALGECIRAS, March 1.—The Moroccan 
Conference is still marking time. The 
German delegates are not yet prepared to 
enter upon a@giiscussion of the essential 
questions at a plenary sitting. They have 
agreed, it is true, that such a sitting 
shall be held on Saturday to discuss the 
State Bank, and that a meeting of the 
General Committee shall take place on 
Monday to enter on the thorny problem 
of police organization, but agreements of 

this sort are subject to alteration. 

No one has discovered a wholly satis- 
factory explantion of Germany’s unwil- 
lirgness to come to close quarters. One 
set of theorists believe that the cautious 
officials of the Wilhelmstrasse are prob- 
ably occupied in elaborate calculations 
as to whether it would be more advan- 
tageous to accept the internationalization 
of Morocco with a slight preponderence of 
French influence or to break up the con- 
ference and preserve complete freedom 
of action at Fez, where the German rep- 
resentative, as the protector of the Sul- 
tan, may be expected to enjoy for some 
time a privileged position. 

Another set of theorists, who believe 
that Germany never begins diplomatic 
action without a carefully prepared plan 
of campaign, argue that she is trying to 
obtain in the conference all she wants by 
wearing out and enervating her antago- 
nist, whose peace of mind is probably al- 
ready disturbed by the approaching gen- 
eral election, 

A third group of theorists, more eclectic 
in their methods, combine the two ex- 
planations. 

Before deciding between the three 
groups, it will be well to wait till Ger- 
many plays a few more trump cards. 


ALGECIRAS, March 1.—A division of 
British cruisers is due at Gibraltar to- 
day and two divisions of battleships will 
arrive there to-morrow. This formidable 
assemblage embraces thirty warships and 
25,000 men. 

The German delegates to the Moroccan 
Conference, after reflection, wish the 
Diplomatie Corps at Tangier to exercise 
surveillance over the State Bank, thus 
preventing its use to further French po- 
litical designs. The French resist this, 
asserting that Germany is chiefly occu- 
pied with minimizing French influence in 
Morocco, 

The delegates now talk of the struggle 
being prolonged until the latter part of 
March. 


BERLIN, March 1.—The Confectionair, 
the principal dry goods journal here, says: 

‘German firms complain bitterly of bad 
business with France. Commercial travel- 
ers are unable to book orders because of 
the political feeling. Representatives of 
a famous Berlin house who have been

shall go into effect ‘‘ within a reasonable 
time, to be determihed by the commission,”’ 

This amendment he regards as necessary 
because the court might hold that thirty 
days was not a reasonable time and that 
a general policy might be inaugurated 
through the courts of staying all rates or- 
dered by the commission on the ground 
that the time allowed was too short. The 
President believes that a commission 
which is competent to fix a,maximum rate 
is competent to determine the time when 
it shall go into effect. 

An amendment which has been worked 
out in careful detail by Senator Spooner 
is another which meets the President's 
approval. It provides that the railroaa 
companies when a stay has been grant- 
ed shall be required to deposit a suffi- 
sum of money with the court to 
protect all shippers against loss, provided 
the rate fixed by the commission is sus- 
tained by the court. 

The Knox bill provides that the rail- 
roads shall be retyuired to give a bond 
for the protection of shippers. The 
Spooner amendment is believed by the 
President to have a distinct advantage 
over the clause in the Knox bill because | 
it will have a tendency to deter railroads | 
from instituting suits merely to cause}

The Farmer Motorist Has Ceased 
to be a Rarity. 


WORKING FOR BETTER ROADS 


Pennsylvania Clubs to Form Assocla- 
tion—Valuable Touring Informa- 
tion Secured by Asa Goddard. 


Asa Goddard, one of the New England 
Directors of the American Automobile As- 
| sociation, arrived here yesterday from the 
West, where he has been visiting a num- 
ber of the leading clubs and studying au- 
tomobile conditions generally. Mr. God- 
dard was one of the American Automo- 
bile Association representatives in Cleve- 
land last week to meet the Ohio motorists 
and assist in the formation of the Ohio 
Automobile Association. 

‘“‘The Westerners are big buyers of auto- 
; mobiles,” said Mr. Goddard. ‘ Never be- 
fore since the advent of the motor car 
have they shown such enthusiasm over 
the automobile. The cause is found in 
two reasons, the general prosperity of the 
;}country and the fact that light and rea- 
;sonably priced machines have now reached 
}a Standard of excellence that may be suc- 
|cessfully used on the indifferent roads of 
| the West. Outside of the larger cities the 
roads are poor, muddy in wet weather, 
afd sandy in dry-weather, but the Good 


Ohio, is taking active steps in conjunc- 
tion with. the automobilists to secure bet- 
ter highways. 

“Owing to this condition of the roads, 
the popular type of car is the fairly high 
powered runabout. The big touring cars, 
carrying from four to six people, are sel- 
dom seen outside the immediate environs 
of the larger cities and towns. For gen- 
eral use in the country runabouts from 
ten to twenty horse power are met with 
most frequently. The Maxwell four-cylin- 
der runabout, the Reo runabout, and the 
higher powered Ford runabout are all 
|populay. It was reported at the Chicago 
show that over 1,000 Maxwell cars were 
sold during the week for: country use. It 
is no longer a rarity to see a well-to-do 
farmer driving his little auto car, and 
many agents told me that their orders 
|} were constantly increasing-in the agri- 
; cultural districts. 
| “It is also significant of the growin 
|; popularity of the automobile in the smal 
Western places to note that many car- 
riage builders and repairers are recog- 
|nizing this tendency. Some of them are 
| establishing garages and repair shops as 
| additions to their carriage business, while 
|}others are securing agencies for service- 
able runabout.” 

Mr. Goddard was made Chairman of 
the Special Touring Committee of the 
|} American Automobile Association last 
Fall, and he has just completed his report 
of his trip through New England, secur- 
jing information regarding hotels and 
| garages in the smaller towns and villages 
between New York and Boston. 

‘“*My report has been turned fn and the 
information will be published for distri- 
bution to the American Automobile Asso- 
}cilation members early this season,” said 
Mr. Goddard. “It will give helpful in- 
iformation of over forty towns hitherto 
}unnoticed. In many cases new garages 
jare being opened by livery-stable keepers, 
who dre realizing the fact that in many 
|places the automobile business {s usurp- 
_ing the old-time livery trade.” 

Mr. Goddard will probably renew his 
|}touring trips in the interest of automo- 
bilists this season. 
| however, may be proposed at the coming 
}meeting of the Directors of the American 
| Automobile Association next week. John 
|Farson, the new President, and Sidney 
S. Gorham, the new Secretary, will arrive 
in the city to-day from Chicago and will

THE NEW FLYING MACHINE. 

Whether on pleasure bent or engaged 
in dickering for “a pig in a poke,” 
France has ever a frugal mind, and the 
fact that she has actually paid over 
$25,000, a first installment of $100,000, 
for the French rights in an American 
flying machine goes far to signify that 
there is something in the invention, 
and we may hereafter learn more about 
it than we know at present. The de- 
vice was originated by the WRIGHT 
brothers of Ohio and differs from most 
other aerial machines in that it has no 
balloon attachment, but keeps itself up 
by screw propellers, rising against the 
wind as the kite rises, and being dirig- 
ible and manageable in those high 
spaces. France has so much confidence 
in the invention that it would like to 
control the European rights for it, but 
these its owners do not like to part 
with, though they may go so far as to 
give it a monopoly of them, so far as 
rival military nations are concerned. 
We are not to despise the day of small 
beginnings, and even if many disap- 
pointments forbid too sudden an; em- 
brace of the faith that the device is all 
right and is going to revolutionize war- 
fare as well as to provide a cheap and 
wholesome recreation for everybody, 
going far beyond the automobile and 
the bicycle, we may Still admit that 
possibilities of success hover in its 
aerial wake and that it may really be 
the solution of the ‘problem which it 
pretends to be, opening the porches and 
| gateways of the air, hitherto the birds’

It seems that Pat- 
chogue had an ill-housed library on which 
it was spending $600 a year when Mr. Car- 
NEGIH offered—by request, no doubt—to 
provide a $10,000 building if the town 
would provide a site and agree to appro- 
priate $1,000 a year for books and main- 
tenance. The offer was accepted, and 
now, according to our correspondent, the 
town has, at an additional expense of 
only $400 a year, a fine library that has 
much advanced the value of real estate 
in its neighborhood. ‘“‘Anything of a 
gold brick character about that?” he 
asked exultingly. Perhaps not, but one 
cannot help noticing how lightly he passed 
over the cost of the site, and the fact re- 
mains that the town is burdened with a 
fixed charge of $1,000 a year for some- 
thing of which it apparently felt able 
or inclined to buy only $600 worth. If 
Patchogue had built {ts own $10,000 li- 
brary, its present financial difference 
would have been due only to the existence 
of bonded indebtedness to that very small 
amount. There would, however, have 
been a few other differences which some 
towns regard as more than compensatory. 
It would, for instance, have stood before 
the world as a community both able and 
willing to buy for itself such books as it 
needed and to care for them properly, and 
it would not have been in the not very 
proud position of having accepted a 
money gift from a man with no special 
interest in Patchogue, and no obligations 
toward it that could be easily defined. 
There be those harsh enough to feel, and 
even to say, that Patchogue has acted the 
part of the sturdy beggar, not ashamed 
to accept from others what it was per- 
fectly competent to supply for itself with- 
out help from anybody. To our mind it is 
not the giving by Mr. CARNEGIE that needs 
to be defended, for he can always con- 
sider that he has performed a duty that 
otherwise would have been neglected; it 
is the acceptance of his gifts that must 
be justified. The justification is often 
possible, but it should be sounder than is 
a somewhat dubious demonstration that 
this, that, or the other solvent town has 
paid in part with self-respect for some 
good thing it wanted and had the money 
to buy.

A RURAL EXPRESS POST. 


Plan to Properly Load the Rural Free 
Delivery Wagons. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

To the statement in Tue Times's edito- 
rial of Feb, 26, ‘‘As to a Parcels Post,” 
“We cannot understand why, with an 
annual deficit of fourteen and a half 
millions, the Government Post Office 
should be asked to go into the express 
business,” we answer: A Government 
express post for the handling of merchan- 
dise has been in effect in this country 
since 1863, the year of the inauguration 
of. the modern United States Post Office 
with its system of uniform rates regard- 
less of distance. 

Our express post of 1874, with a uniform 
| rate of 8 cents a pound, preceded the In- 
| ternational Express Post of Europe, and 
the Domestic Express Post of France by 
six years—that of Great Britain by nine 
years. The question of the hour, there- 
fore, is not as to the establishment of 
an express post, but as to its extension. 

A house-to-house express post limited 
to our free rural routes with all mail 
matter—-written or unwritten—sealed or 
unsealed, in one class, might be estab- 
lished at the following or similar rates: 


Weight. Cents. 
Up to 8 O6B.ccccccccccccccccccvccccvcccore 
Over 8 Os8., CO 1 Wi cccccccccsccccesccces 
Over 1 Ib., to 11 Ibs........ eoecceces

This would, we believe, at once place our 
Rural Service on a paying basis, eliminate 
the postal deficiency, and add an annual 
increment to the aggregate wealth of the 
4,000,000 families of our rural routes of 
at least $100,000,000 a year; $25 a year 
would certainly be a very low estimate of 
the value to the average rural family of a 
regular postal service doing all their gen- 
eral transport business. 

To-day with a rural service confined to 
letters, newspapers, magazines, four- 
pound parcels of merchandise taxed at 
16 cents a pound, we have over 82,000 
postmen with their horses and wagons 
visiting on the average of 125 families on 
their twenty-five-mile trips, and picking 
up in their daily service less than 2 
pounds business. The total load of the 
average wagon—mail collected and deliv- 
;ered—is less than 20 pounds; its average 
daily earnings less than 40 cents. The 
average cost per day per wagon is about 
$2; the average loss, therefore, is about 
$1.60 per day per wagon; on the entire 
outfit $50,000 per day—$15,000,000 per year. 

Is it not folly to confine our rural post 
wagons to the city foot post traffic, two- 
pound loads, 40 cents earnings? ic 

The proposed rural express post, while 
enriching the rural public and eliminat- 
ing the postal deficiency, would at the 
same time remove the excuse for the pro- 
posed increase in the tax on the circula- 
tion of the press. It would make a one- 
cent letter rate immediately practicabls. 
It would give new life, new hope to the 
country merchant by keeping him in con- 
stant contact with his old customers at 
almost no cost to himself.

INSURANCE ASSETS. 


Horace White Tells Why Stock Issues 
Should Be Excluded. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In compliance with your request, I give 
my views in reference to that part of the 
report of the Armstrong Committee which 
recommends the exclusion of stocks from 
the inyestments of life insurance compa- 
nies. I approve of the recommendation 
for the reason that it alms to remove & 
speculative element from the assets of 
these companies. 

It is no answer to this position to say 

that good stocks are better than poor 
In the ordinary course of business 
fbonds are a prior lien on the property 
| which constitutes the basis of investment. 
‘In case of disaster to the property the 
linterest of the stockholder is exhausted 
before any loss falls upon the bondhold- 
er. This is a sufficient reason why bonds 
should be preferred to stocks as invest- 
ments for societies whose prime business 
is not profit, but security. To this cate- 
gory both life insurance companies and 
savings banks belong—the former even 
more than the latter. The State properly 
concerns itself with the investments of 
savings banks by prohibiting everything 
of a speculative character from their lists, 
and it should do the same with life insur- 
ance companies. 

No doubt such stocks as those of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford and 
the Chicago and Northwestern Rallroads 
are safe. Their quotations in the market 
are the best evidence of that fact. These 
quotations prove also that no life insur- 
ance company holding them need suffer 
any loss in disposing of them and buying 
some other security which has a firmer 
hold upon the income-producing property. 

The aim of the Armstrong Committee is 
not merely to eliminate speculative securi- 
ties, but to keep speculating individuals 
from the control of these companies. I 
recall a statement made in a triumphant 
way by Mr. George W. Perkins showing 
how he had made a large profit for the 
New York Life Insurance Company by a 
participation in the United States Steel 
syndicate. This profit eventually found its 
way, in whole or in part, to the coffers 
of Andrew Hamilton, but that is a side 
issue. This syndicate operation was a 
stock-jobbing affair, which ought to be 
rendered forever impossible in life insur- 
ance circles. Suppose that a loss had been 
incurred instead of profit? Suppose that 
the Steel syndicate had been formed in a 
year of depression instead of a year of 
boom? Can we always expect to have suo- 
cessful speculators in control of the New 
York Life? Can we always depend upon 
it that Mr. Perkins will know how to steer 
clear of bad stocks and buy only good 
ones for us? 

The Wall Street view of all business is 
the profit-making view, and this is quite 
natural. But profit is not the raison d’étre 
of fe insurance, and for this reason Wall 
Street magnates are not well fitted to 
have charge of such companies, and 
should not be chosen Directors of them 
unless strongly fettered. In the presence 
of a large surplus, they are liable to at- 
tacks of vertigo. They have an irresisti- 
ble impulse to syndicate, to participate, 
to speculate. So many chances of profit 
present themselves to those who control 
millions of ready money that they lose 
control of themselves. Hence the series 
of scandals of which the Armstrong re- 
port is replete, and hence the recom- 
mendation of the committee that the chief 
tools of speculation be put out of their 
reach, As a holder of policies in two of 
the three companies most prominent in 
the pillory, I heartily indorse the recom- 
mendations.

‘TOLD IN RECEIVER’S REPORT 


| Noteholders Agree to Postpone Action 
to Secure Payment of De- 
faulted Interest. 


The annual reports of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton and the Pere Mar- 
quette Railroad systems for the fiscal 
year ended on June 30, 1905, were given 
out by Receiver Judson Harmon in Cin- 
| cinnati yesterday. 

The report shows that the gross earn- 
ings of the C., H, and D. in the fiscal 
year 1905 were $8,008,917, a decrease of 
$15,314. The operating expenses increased 
$210,375. Net earnings decreased, a-total 
| of $232,716. The increase in fixed charges, 
from interest and rentals, was $760,764, 
; hot including obligations of a like nature 
jassumed for the Pere Marquette. The 


The percentage of expenses to earnings 
increased from 72.12 in 1904 to 74.98 in 
1905, an increase of 2.86 per cent. Taxes 
| increased 3.36 per cent. During the year, 
j;up to June 30, a total of $504,688 was 
spent for improvements. Immense orders 
were given for equipment, which, as 
shown by subsequent events, became a 
burden on the treasury of the company. 
The bonded debt of the company on 


nual interest was $2,240,340. The net 
earnings per mile in 1904 were $2,208, but 
this decreased in 1905 to $1,941. 

The Pére Marquette, for the fiscal year 


ended on June 30, showed a material gain | 


in gross earnings, but this increase was 
joverbalanced by a tremendous expense in 
operating expenses. 
$12,669,420, an increase of $1,236,728. Op- 
erating expenses, however, increased $2,- 

198,973, which left an actual decrease in 

net earnings of $971,349. Interest and 

rentals increased $697,633. There was a 
decrease in the surplus of $1,312,979.
